THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING, 


NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES AND Books IssuED 
; IN ParTs.—II. 


ANOTHER plan is to provide route-books, ar- 
ranged by streets in the order in which carriers 
make their rounds, allowing for each street a 
certain portion of blank space for additions. 
In each street section is entered the name and 
house number of the subscriber, with a memo- 
randum of the periodicals, etc., to be left. The 
books should also have an index to the period- 
icals, etc., themselves, with the names of the 
subscribers, so that the person having charge 
of this department .may without much loss of 
time be able to assign to each carrier the exact 
number of periodicals to be delivered. Thus a 
reference to the subject index will show at a 
glance how many Harper's, Scribner's, Frank Les 
lie’s, etc., ought to be in the carrier's hands, 
while the street index will guide the carrier as 
to where and what to deliver. By this plan 
carriers may be changed as often as may be 
found necessary, though it is desirable that the 
Same carrier serve his route as long as pos- 
sible. 

The successful newsdealer is he who is most 
careful in every minute detail. No branch of 
the business exacts more care in the daily 
routine than that of looking after the delivery 
of stock. Especially is this the case in the 
mailing department. A magazine when sent by 
mail usually travels some distance, and when 
once outof the dealer’s hands an undiscovered 
error before despatching it may -cause great 
labor, trouble and vexation as well as loss. 
For this reason the wrappers should be ad- 
dressed by a reliable person writing a clear and 
distinct hand,* and after they have been written 





*Clear, distinct handwriting, without the meaning- 
less and confusing flourishes or other irregularities of the 
‘modern systems, should be insisted upon in commercial 
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must be called back and carefully checked off. 
We know of several dealers, doing an extensive 
periodical business, who consider this detail of 
such great importance that they personally 
superintend the mailing department. They 
also select a certain day as mailing day—pref- 
erably Thursday, so that their customers may 
have their reading-matter on Sunday. The 
carriers must be closely watched, and any 
carelessness, inattention or laziness on their 
part promptly checked by fines or dismissal. 
Changes of address should te made on the 
books without delay, and the orders for them 
filed for reference. 

Magazine stock is kept up much the same 
as book stock, excepting that most of it may be 
readily returned. A dealer should be careful, 
however, not to abuse the return privilege, as 
such a practice will sooner or later revert to his 
inconvenience. Nothing affects a publisher 
more disagreeably than regular large returns. 
A dealer had therefore better order only the 
quantity he knows he can use, and order more 
as wanted. The dealer too should be careful 
to make his returns promptly at the date speci- 
fied. It is well to keep posted up in a conven- 
ient place a record of the dates on which re- 
turns are to be made. Regular return-slips 
should be kept and entered in a book for refer- 
ence. When making returns to publishers or 
news companies care should be taken that the 
sender’s name is written both on the outside 
and inside of the bundles. Printed labels for 
this purpose are absolutely necessary in order 
to avoid mistakes or loss. Returns to publish- 
ers Or news companies out of town should be 
made through the most economical channels 
per post or freight, and by express only when 
ordered to do so. 

Magazines should be kept on a counter in 
classes as far as practicable; that is, current 
monthlies, weeklies, religious, fashion, etc., all 
together. The current magazines should be 
kept in sight on the counter, the older issues 
under the counter, near to the new ones. The 
stock should be gone over carefully every day 
and the sales watched so that additions may be 
made at once, or the slow and undesirable 
stock be cut down or off as may be thought 
necessary. Particular attention should be paid 
to cleanliness and attractive display. 

The following is a plan of a table or counter, 
with a top, that may be found useful as a 
fixture for displaying and storing magazines 
and journals. The base of the counter des- 


correspondence, Librarians, recognizing the importance 
of legible writing on card catalogues, have adopted a 
hand in which every character is distinct and easily 
recognized. Every clerk writing*a clear hand adds to 
the value of his services. 
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Counter for magazines and periodicals, 


ignated in the illustration as (1) should be at 
least three feet high. The length must depend 


upon the space that can be spared in the store 
for such a fixture. The space from the floor to 
the top of the counter (2) may be divided by 
one or two shelves giving two or three shelf 
spaces for back numbers of the magazines and 
journals shown on the counter. Along the 
centre, on the top of the counter, may be built 
a pyramid (6) formed of two sections set at an 
angle and resting against one another at the 
top. This is to be divided in two by a shelf,a 
shelf also being run along the base. The space 
thus formed may be subdivided into sections 
large enough to hold magazines (3). The other 
space on the counter may be divided so that the 
space nearest the pyramid be reserved for the 
large illustrated and other journals (4) and the 
rest of the space (5) be left free, so that it may 
be utilized by the customer as a sort of desk or 


table on which to rest the magazine or journal | 


which he may be inspecting. The counter may 
be built as suggested, or only half of it may be 
used if it is desired to have the counter stand 
against a wall. In either case it will probably 
be ample enough to hold all the periodical stock 
a dealer ordinarily keeps on sale.

PUBLIC PRINTING BILL PASSED. 


THE PUBLIC PRINTING BILL was passed by the 
House of Representatives on the 23d inst. The 
bill is substantially the same as that passed by 
the Senate during the last Congress. It em- 
bodies the results of the labors of a joint com- 
mittee of the two houses since the Fifty-first 
Congress in the direction of a rearrangement of 
the entire system of printing, binding and dis- 
tributing public documents. 

The first seventeen sections of the bill embody 
practically the provisions of the existing law 
relative to the duties of the joint committee on 
printing, twenty-six sections relate to the duties 
of the public printer, ten sections relate to the 
employees, twenty-two sections cover Congres- 





sional printing, and the remainder of the bill 
treats of departmental printing. 

The bill abolishes office of the superintendent 
of public documents in the Interior Depart- 
ment, and imposes his duties upon the clerk of 
the joint committee on printing, who is to dis- 
tribute all Government books not belonging to 
the quotas of Senators and Representatives. 

One of the two House document-rooms is 
abolishéd, and bound volumes will not be fur- 
nished to members, except upon separate re- 
quest in each case. It is believed that this will 
reduce the binding by two-thirds. 


A FRENCH VIEW OF AGREEMENTS BE- 
TWEEN AUTHOR AND PUBLISHER. 


THE French courts have recently decided that 
agreements between author and publisher are 
strictly personal, the ground of the judgment 
being that the author chooses his publisher, for 
his own personal reasons, as a quasi-collaborator; 
whereas the reputation and acts of any substi- 
tuted publisher might be morally and materially 
damaging to the book and itssuccess. The point 
was also laid down that it would be unfair to 
subject any author and his works to the transfers 
to which the business of a publisher is exposed. 
The case arose from the publication, by the suc- 
cessors to the business of Dentu, of a new edi- 
tion of the ‘‘ lambes” of Auguste Barbier. 


A SPHINX AMONG BOOKS. 


On the next page we present, through the 
courtesy of James O’Neil, of Washington, D. C., 
a fac-simile of the title-page of the Bioren & 
Maden edition of ‘‘ The Poems of William Shake- 
speare.” This little volume has puzzled bibli- 
ographers and those versed in Shakespeare litera- 
ture, and will probably remain a sphinx in the 
book world. There seems to be no doubt that it 
is a veritable impression of the press of Bioren & 
Maden, but so far it enjoys the distinction of being 
the only copy of the poems that seems to be in 
existence at present, issued separately by this firm 
of printers. The most careful and extensive in- 
quiry has failed to bring to light another copy 
or information concerning one. We understand 
that the volume may be put up at auction, in 
which case quite an exciting time may be antici- 
pated. A full description of the book was given 
in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for June Io, 1893, 
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THE COMPOSITOR’S NEW RIVAL. 


In the typographical corner of Machinery 
Hall at the World’s Fair is a new rival to the 
compositor—the Lanston monotype machine. 
This invention combines in skilful fashion proc- 
esses which separately are familiar enough. 
First of all ‘‘ copy,” or manuscript, is taken to the 
key-board, where an operator reduces it to per- 
forations in a continuous ribbon of paper 544 
inches wide. His key-board has 225 characters, 
15 rows of 15 each, and he strikes them just as 
he would those of a typewriter. His paper rib- 
bon, which we can imagine ruled into 30 breadths, 
is struck for each character in two of these 
breadths by two of a row of 30 tiny punches. 
Why the punches are 30 in number—twice 15— 
will be explained if we look at an ‘‘ indexed” 
map, which very probably gave the inventor a 
valuable hint. If, for simplicity’s sake, we di- 
vide the map of the State of New York into 225 
squares, and along the top of the map write in 
each division the letters A to O, and down the 
left side of the map write the numerals I toI5, 
we can indicate any one of the 225 squares by a 
letter and a figure. Suppose we wish to find 
Auburn, the alphabetical list of places refers us 
to H, 10; we runa finger down the column H, 
and along the horizontal row 10, in the intersect- 
ing square we find Auburn. In precisely the 
same way any one of the 225 characters on the 
Lanston key-board is indicated by two perfora- 
tions, each of them one of a series of fifteen. 
Before we ask what is done with the punched 
paper let us look at the process of ordinary type- 
founding actively prosecuted a few steps from 
the Lanston machine. In this process a matrix, 
or mould, of the letter ‘‘C,” which is that letter 
reversed, is being driven into a mass of molten 
metal, the metal solidifying almost instantly to 
form the type-letters which drop out of a spout. 
In the Lanston machine is a flat case of matrices 
or moulds corresponding to the 225 characters of 
the key-board ; each matrix is free to be pushed 
downward, returning to its place by alight spring. 
Molten metal fills a receiver in the centre of the 
machine : it is evident that if into this metal the 
proper matrices are successively struck the print- 
er’s ‘‘copy” will be translated into type. This 
is exactly what the machine does. The two 
perforations distinctive for each character actu- 
ate the matrix-case to and fro, and then at right 
angles to that direction, in such wise that the 
matrix for a desired letter is brought to the focus 
of the machine, then instantly a hammer falls 
and a type is cast to take its place with others in 
lines and columns automatically formed. To 
return for further illustration to the map of New 
York—it is as if two motions carried the map be- 
neath an unmoving finger, the first motion through 
8 breadths to an arresting-pin, the second motion 
through 10 breadths to a second arresting-pin, 
with the result that the square containing Auburn 
would come directly under the finger. Each of 
the 30 Lanston perforations has assigned to it a 
light steel thimble driven by an air-current pass- 
ing through the paper. Although the perfora- 
tions are each but ;3, of an inch in diameter, 
and the air-blast has a pressure of only 5 pounds 
to the square inch, the poise of the thimbles is so 
delicate that they respond almost instantly, and 
in responding direct trigger fashion the cams and 
levers that do the work. 

At this point a printer will ask : How does the 
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machine justify? Justification, let the lay read- 
er be informed, is so spacing the contents of a 
line that they shall neatly end with a word or 
syllable. In typewritten manuscript it is the 
lack of justification which leaves the ends of the 
lines ragged and unsightly. Inthe Mergenthaler 
linotype casting machine justification is effected 
by a series of wedges automatically driven into a 
line the needed distance. In the Lanston ma- 
chine a principle totally different isadopted. As 
the operator at the key-board manipulates his 
keys the breadths of the characters are added to- 
gether and indicated before him on a dial ; as he 
approaches the end of a line a bell rings, as in a 
typewriter ; then he judges as a compositor does 
how he can best end his line. He observes, let 
us say, that to make his characters quite fill the 
line each space-type—that is, each blank type be- 
tween words—must be broadened by +34, of an 
inch ; he perforates his paper with a note of that 
space, and in the casting machine each space-type 
comes out of a mould widened from its standard 
dimensions by precisely ;%3,5 of an inch. 

The Lanston machine as shown at the World’s 
Fair has but one matrix-case. The inventor, Mr. 
Tolbert Lanston, of Washington, D. C., pro- 
poses to build a machine with four such cases, 
which he states will require but one attendant. 
He estimates that this quadruple machine will 
set 12,000 ems an hour, and in a day of 10 hours 
set as much copy as three perforators can turn 
out in 8 hours. In differencing the preparation 
of copy from the casting process the Lanston 
machine has a distinct advantage over machines 
whose speed of working is limited to the pace of 
a manipulator. Another strong point is that it 
casts its type separately, and thus lends itself to 
easy correction and revision. Howthe machine 
will stand printing office tests time alone can 
tell. If Mr. Lanston has not solved the difficul- 
ties he has studied, his invention nevertheless 
stands forth as one of extraordinary ingenuity 
and beauty. Itis one of the most striking novel- 
ties in machinery at the fair. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Tue Rev. Dr. PuHitip SCHAFF, for twenty- 
three years a professor in Union Theological 
Seminary, died at his residence in New York 
City on the 20th inst. Dr. Schaff was born in 
Coire, Switzerland, January 1,1819. After gain- 
ing an education at Stuttgart, Tiibingen, Halle 
and Berlin he travelled for awhile as tutor to a 
nobleman. He was ordained at Elberfeld in 
1844, and then came to this country to take a 
professorship in the theological seminary of the 
German Reformed Church, in Mercersburg, Pa. 
In 1884 he became secretary of the Sabbath 
Committee in New York City, which position 
he held for five years, when he became professor 
of Biblical literature in Union Theological Semi- 
nary. In 1887 he took the professorship of 
church history in the same institution. He was 
president of the American Bible Revision Com- 
mittee, which worked conjointly with the Eng- 
lish committee. He was also president of the 
American Society of Church History, organized 
five years ago, which represents all the leading 
branches of the Protestant Church, aiming forthe 
unification of Christian thought and sentiment 
throughout the world. Dr. Schaff was well 
known as a writer on religious subjects. Among 
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his best known works are: ‘‘History of the 
Christian Church,” ‘‘ A Companion to the Greek 
Testament and the English Version,”’ the Schaff- 
Herzog ‘‘ Encyclopedia of Religious Knowl- 
edge,” ‘‘ The Creeds of Christendom, with a 
History of Critical Notes,” ‘‘ Through Bible 
Lands,” ‘‘ The Person of Christ,” ‘‘ Bible Dic- 
tionary” and the ‘‘ History of the Apostolic 
Church.” He wrote the first German hymn- 
book that was ever printed in this country. Dr. 
Schaff was married in 1846 to Miss Schley, of 
Frederick City, Md., a cousin of Captain Schley, 
U. S. N., who survives him, with two sons and 
one daughter. 


JAMES ROBINSON NEWHALL, a veteran journal- 
ist and author of ‘*‘ The History of Lynn, 
Mass.,” and other works, died in Lynn on the 
24th inst., aged eighty-five. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


HENRY VIZETELLY has put together his au- 
tobiographical reminiscences, which will be pub- 
lished by Kegan Paul, Trench & Co., in two 
volumes, under the title of ‘*Glances Back 
Through Seventy Years.” 


Mrs. ELizABETH CADY STANTON and her 
daughter, Mrs. Stanton-Blatch, of England, are 
engaged on a bookentitled ‘“‘ Babies : their past, 
present and future.” It will contain hints to 
mothers, suggestions concerning the education 
of children and much curious historical and eth- 
nological information. 


WHAT ought to be and no doubt will be a very 
entertaining volume is soon to be published in 
England, in the shape of the correspondence of 
Thomas Jekyll, who figured for years in the best 
society of London as a wit and a man of fashion. 
He was the friend of Moore, Rogers and other 
celebrities of the first half of the century, and 
his good things sparkle through the pages of 
their diaries. 


Dr. EDWARD EVERETT HALE is at work on an 
introduction to an unusually interesting book 
which is to make its appearance this fall through 
the publishing house of Stone & Kimball. It is 
called ‘‘ His Broken Sword,” and is said to be a 
story of much power. It has todo with the life in 
and about a Western prison, and it presents a pict- 
ure of the criminal career of people which is at the 
same time startling and true. Miss Louise Tay- 
lor, the author, has spent much time in prison- 
work and is eminently fitted to treat the subject. 
Dr. Hale’s introduction will also be of no little 
interest. 


W. R. LE FANu, late commissioner of public 
works in Ireland, is soon to publish through 
Macmillan & Co. a volume entitled ‘‘ Irish Life 
and Character.”” This announcement signifies 
but little, the Irish habit of writing is so strong, 
with or without encouragement, but the fact it- 
self is worth noting in connection with the hered- 
ity of Mr. Le Fanu, who comes from an extraor- 
dinary family, the first notable member of which 
was the author of two of the most brilliant come- 
dies in the English language, a strong if not a 
solid parliamentary orator,a wit among wits and 
men about town, a boon companion of peers and 
the Prince Regent—Richard Brinsley Sheridan. 
Mr. Le Fanu is a great-nephew of Sheridan, and 
a brother of the late Mr. J. Sheridan Le Fanu, 
a novelist of distinction in his day and the author 
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of the poem ‘‘ Shamus O’Brien,” which is often 
attributed to Power, though it was written for 
the present Le Fanu to recite, 


Dr. HOFFMANN, of Frankfort, the author of 
‘* Der Struwelpeter ” (Shockheaded Peter), one of 
the most famous child’s books in the world, is 
now eighty-three. He had been searching in 
vain for a suitable picture-book for his little boy 
of nearly three years of age. But the books 
were all so clever, so gorgeously illustrated, so 
scientific or artistic, that they would not do at 
all. At last in despair he bought an empty copy- 
book, and said to his wife: ‘‘ 1 am going to make 
a picture-book for the boy—one in which the 
tedious morals, ‘ Be obedient !’ ‘ Be clean!’ ‘ Be 
industrious!’ are brought home in a manner 
which impresses the mind of a young child.” 
Dr. Hoffmann was head physician to the Frank- 
fort Lunatic Asylum at the time; he knew noth- 
ing of drawing, but he set to work, and on Christ- 
mas eve the copy-book with the gruesome pict- 
ures of naughty boys and girls lay under the 
Christmas tree. Just at that time Dr. Hoffmann 
belonged to a small literary circle, of which one 
of the members was the publisher, Loning. He 
saw the picture-book, was delighted, and offered 
atonceto bringit out. Dr. Hoffmann said laugh- 
ingly: ‘‘ Very well. Give me 80 guiden (about 
$20), and try your fortune. But don’t make it 
expensive, and don’t make it too strong. Chil- 
dren like to tear books as well as to read them, 
and nursery-books ought not to be heirlooms.” 
The publisher agreed, and a first edition of 1500 
copies was printed. They vanished as does a 
drop of water ona hot stone. Noone was more 
surprised than the author. The publisher made 
amore generous offer to him, and edition after 
edition was printed, till some years ago there 
had been 175 German and forty English ones.

It is a complete pictorial bird’s-eye 
view of the fair, and neatly gotten up. 


Stone & KIMBALL (Cambridge and Chicago) 
have in press a poetic romance by Joaquin Mill- 
er. The title is ‘‘ The Building of the City 
Beautiful,” and it is as powerful a piece of writ- 
ing as has been donein sometime. Mr. Miller 
has given expression to his best thoughts, and 
the result is a remarkable book. It is wholly 
unlike anything else—it has thrown aside con- 
ventionalities and superficialities and is seriously 
deep. At the sametimethere is an atmospher 
of poetry about it all which is thoroughly charm 


ing. 
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Vt,, will publish early in January next a valuable 
addition to the historical data of the State of 
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Vermont, in a work to be entitled ‘‘ Illustrated 
Biographical History ofthe State.” The volume 
has been under the editorial supervision of the 
Hon. Hiram A. Huse, the State librarian, who 
has been assisted by able contributors who 
treated the subject as exhaustively as possible. 
It has been produced at an expense of over 
$15,000, and will contain upward of twelve hun- 
dred biographical sketches of Vermonters, and 
two hundred illustrations. 


THE first edition of ‘* Don Quixote” was pub- 
lished in Madrid in 1605. Recently a collector 
in the city of Mexico, according to the Wash- 
ington Book Chronicle, while examining a pile 
of old books for sale in one of the remoter wards 
of the city came across one, but mistaking the 
date concluded it was not a first edition. Next 
day he discovered by reference to his library 
that the book was a genuine first edition. He 
went back for the treasure, but it had been sold 
for waste-paper in the interim, and could not 
be found. A few years ago a Californian book- 
collector, it is said, bought at an old book-stall, 
in the same place a first folio edition of Shake- 
speare, paying $15 for a book worth thousands. 


CroTHERS & KorTH have just published ‘‘ St. 
Luke,” a little volume of ‘‘thoughts for St. 
Luke’s Day,” compiled by ‘‘ A Daughter of the 
Church.” It is a small twelvemo of forty-eight 
pages, giving in three chapters a brief sketch of 
St. Luke as evangelist, physician and painter.

appeared last spring.

THREE noteworthy articles on book printing 
and engraving in the Philippine Islands (Noticias 
sobre la Imprenta y el Grabado en Filipinas) by 
Pardo de Tavera, are to be found inthe Revista 
Contemporanea for August 30, September 15 and 
30. The works catalogued date from 1610 to the 
present time. 


A work of tremendous size is about to be in- 
stalled in the library of the British Museum. It 
comprises a thousand big books, wherein are 
bound up the 5020 native volumes of the wonder- 
ful Chinese encyclopedia. This is said to be the 
only perfect copy in Europe, and even in China 
there are not more than five copies of this 
edition. 


Davip Bryce & Son, Glasgow, will bring 
out Clouston’s “ Hieroglyphic Bibles,” a mono- 
graph on a neglected branch of bibliography. 
The first English version of the kind, according 
to the London Athenzum, was published in Lon- 
don somewhere about the year 1780, and went 
through no fewer than twenty editions down to 
1812. It was not of Englishinvention, since similar 
books had been known many years previously in 
Germany, Holland and Denmark, the parent 
version having been published at Augsburg in 
1687, under the title ‘‘ Geistliche Herzens-Ein- 
bildungen,” etc. Mr. Clouston has been so 
fortunate as to obtain access to a unique and 
hitherto undescribed vellum manuscript in Latin, 
of the latter half of the fifteenth century, pre- 
served in an English library, which is near akin 
in general design to our ‘‘ Hieroglyphic” Bibles, 
and may be termed a “ Biblia in Rebus.” It 
evidently belonged at one time to the library of 
Henry, Prince of Wales. The work will contain 
many fac-similes, and a hieroglyphic Bible on an 
entirely novel plan will be added.
